PLEADS MODERATION 
“TN LABOR SERMON 


Dr. Tippy Would Reorganize In- 
dustry on Its Present Basis 
and Beat Back Socialism. 


STRIFE MENACES NATION 


Churches Unreservediy Espousing 
Labor’s Cause Called Enemies of 
Mankind by Dr. Gilbert. 


“Labor sermons were preached by many 
ldcal clergymen’ yesterday, which was 
generally observed as ‘‘ Labor Sunday ”’ 
in -the churches. The Rev. Worth M. 
Tippy, Secretary of the Sociale Service 
Commission of the Federal Council, who 
preached in the Madison Avenue Meth- 
odist Church, where he was formerly 
pastor; declared that a national reor- 
ganization of industry is imperative. 

“* Socialism,”’..he said, *‘is undesira- 
ble, at least in the present stage of evo- 
lution, and is as menacing to the work- 
ers as to any other social class. The 
alternative to socialism is not a return 
tu: pre-war conditions, but a national 
reorganization of industry, in which con- 
stitutional processes are introduced into 
its anarchic individualism, and by which 
it is made consciously a co-operative 
and public enterprise, although still on 
the basis of private initiative. 

‘‘The time has come, for employers 
and workers to get together,’’ he con- 
tinued. .‘‘ The industrial conflicts of 
the last year are destroying the solidar- 
ity of the nation. They are stimulat- 
ing the’ evils of war—suspicion, hatred, 
cruelty, recklessness—faster than the 
stitutions of religion and education can 

build up‘“integrity and good-will. 

‘it must be anparent to all by this 
time that the social unrest is not'a pass- 

. mptom of temporary disorder. 
ever go back to the old in- 
dividual c industry.‘ It has proved too 
uncertain, too reckless of human life, 
too terialistic, too. irresponsible to 
the nblic welfare. Whether for good 
or ah we have entered upon a new in- 
dustrial era. We face either some form 
of socialism or a national reorganiza- 
tion of industry on its present basis.’ 
- Dr. Tippy said the present economic 
order is essentially sound and - needs 
only te be corrected and developed. 
‘*The motive of service must. control 
the motive of profit,’’ he said. ‘‘ Indi- 
vidual ownership and initiative, which 
are fundamental, must be supplemented 
by collective action.’ 

The preacher at the Cathedral of St. 
John.-the -Divine was the Rev. Dr. 
Charles K: Gilbert, Executive Secretary 
of the. Social Service Connie of the 
Diocese of New York and-a vicar of the 
eathedral. 

Dr. Gilbert deplored the fact that the 
Christian Church ‘*‘ seems to be so .pow- 
erless.a leader in the face of violence 
wrought by labor conflicts upon Ged 
scheme of human intercourse,”’ and took 
issue with these who commit themselves 
without reservation to the claims and 
contentions of labor. ’ 

‘* Wittingly or unwittingly, in -their 
fanatic pd for the cause of what they 
think of as ‘human brotherhood,’ some 
of those: who are commissioners to pro- 
claim the.glad tidiags of peace and 
good-will are preaching strife 4nd, con- 
tention,”’ said Dr. Gilbert. 

“They are adding fuel to the flames of 
bitterness and hatred which make men 
the enemies of men within the great 
family of the God they profess to serve.’’

Federal Clerks in South Dakota 
Said to Have Been Asked 
for Campaign Funds.

The sudden 
determination of the yar to leave 
their posts came without Warning and 
officials — — eut toe ascertain 
the reason. 

According to Captain John Beggins of 
the Seventh Street Station, in command 
of the “police on duty in the big Erie 
inclosure, the men declared they feared. 
** trouble.” A spokesmen for the group 
said that they had receiyed a “tip” 
that outlaw strikers, or, as they call 
themselves, ‘‘wacationists,” planned 
descent on the yards last night. The 
men pointed out that in Chicago the 
outlaws had turned loose a freight train 
and several ‘‘ wild cat” locomotives 
and that they feared similar taetics 
might be attempted in the Pavonia 
yards, 

All efforts to persuade the men that 
police would be on hand to prevent the 
entry of any “vacationists” - to the 
railroad property were futile.

“ Judases,"”” was Mr. Franklin’s term 
for these leaders in the German move- 
ment, whose names he did not give, al- 
though he indicated some of those he 
had in mind. There was nothing in 
Mr. Franklin’s remarks to show that 
any of these German leaders had ac- 
tually received money fram _ political 
sources, but he was emphatic in saying 
that they were seeking. it. 

Dr. von Mach, who with George Syl- 
vester Viereck seems to be the leader 
in the German political movement, ac- 
cording to Mr. Franklin, was one of the 
most active German propagandists in 
this country in the period immediately 
preceding the entrance of the United 
States*into the war. He was Executive 
Chairman of the Citizens’ Committee for 
Food Shipments to Germany, organized 
for the purpose of breaking the British 
blockade, and was the author of a

which as “ inaccurate’’ by the Mac- 
millan Company led to legal action by 
Dr. von Mach against that firm of pub- 
lishers.

The other 
day there was published the transla- 
tion of clay tablets, dated 3000 B..C., 
embodying ancient laws.. Some of 
them were qtite like the laws to meet 
the rent troubles of the present day. 
Laws forthe regulation of labor were 
customary in the: expiring days of 
feudalism. There were several Statutes 
of Laborers passed in the thirteenth 
and fourteenth centuries, but they 
failed in proportion to their severity. 
But while the conditions of employ- 
ment have improved, the methods of 
organized dabor have deteriorated. 
Labor is now often as inhumane to- 
ward the public as the public ever was 
toward labor. . The question now is not 
of oppressing labor or enlarging em- 
ployers’ profits, but of protecting citi- 
zens toward whom labor sometimes is 
as ruthless as if they were enemies. 
There is: perhaps need for a more 
vigorous repression of disorder by the 
police power. But the analogy be- 
tween the regulation of labor and cor- 
porations is incomplete. Labor has no 
franchise, and the regulation of public 
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the State. Moreover, the regulation of 
employment has much likeness to the 
regulation of prices, and that is almost 
always a failure. It would not be pos- 
sible to regulate wages. and hours in 
the public interest. without fixing 
prices. And why stop with the indus- 
“ss tries: named in the Kansas law? As 
soon as some prices are fixed there is 
a demand for the fixing of prices for. 
all similar or competitive goods. One 
union demands another union’s wage, 
uniofis under different conditions of 
cost of living demand a uniform wage, 
and thus injustice is done in the name 
of equality and equity. 

Labor is often aggressive, encroach- 
ing, unreasonable, while using the lan- 
guage of benevolence and humanity. 
But such methods against the public 
| are not ah excuse for retaliation in 
kind. The public must be patient. In 
clear cases of wrong and outrage it is 
n to use force, whatever force 
required, and against whomsoever it 
may be necessary to use it. Capital 
has been taught that lesson, and labor 
should ledrn it. In time labor will 
appreciate that strikes of a certain 
sort damage labor even when won. It 
is as necessary for unions as for in- 
dividuals to have a character and live 


up to it.

OBREGON I$ ELECTED 
MEXICO’S PRESIDENT 


His Victory Conceded Though 
Voting Throughout the Re- 
public Was Light. © 
ac erate a. 


RIVALS MAKE POOR SHOWING 


Workingmen and Farm Hands Poll 
Majority of the Vote, Few Busi- 
ness Men Going to the Polls. 


Special Cable to Tas New Youx Tntes. * 

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 5.—The election 
of General Alvaro Obregon as President 
of Mexico is generglly concedded as a 
result of the voting throughout the. re- 
public today. Complete returns may not 
be received for several days. 

“Bleetion Day passed peacefully in 
Mexico. City and nearby* towns. Late 
this afternoon no reports of trouble had 
been receivéd from any part of the 
republic. 

The vote was light, and Dominguez 
made a poor showing. Workingmen 
and farm hands polled a majority of the 
votes, few business men going to the 
polls. 

Obregon ‘had two nominal opponents, 
heither of whom was taken seriously, 
though Alfredo’ Robles Dominguez, 
flominated by the National Republican 
Party, was expected to receive con- 
siderable support among the conserva- 
tive Catholic element. 

The other opporient, Nicolas Zuniga 
Miranda, is known as Mexico's perpetual 
candidate and is believed to be un- 
balanced. He has been a Presidential 
candidate for the last thirty years, hav- 
ing begun during the early days of the 
Diaz régime, when he was considered 
as merely a foil for that. virtual dic- 
tator. 

‘Dominguez’s campaign was taken séri- 
ously in the present elections, but it was 
tegarde@ as an attempt to feel out the 
strength ef the Catholic following and 
prepare the ground for placing a strong 
united Catholi¢ party in the field for the 
next Presidential elections to succeed 
Obregon.

MOSES FACES BITTER FIGHT. 


Foe of League and Suffrage May 
Lose in New Hampstire. 


CONCORD, N. H., Stpt.. 5. — New 
Hampshire mén and women, the latter 
for the first time, will vote at the pri- 
maries' Tuesday for Republican and 
Democratic candidates for United States 
Senator, Congress and Govetnor.  Al- 
though a spirited campaign has been 
waged by the three candidates for the 
Republican nomifiation for Governor, 
the chief interest has been aroused by 
the effort of Huntley N. Spaulding, 
former State Food Administrator, to de- 
feat Senator Moses for renomination. 

The contest between Senator Moses 
and Spaulding has been waged with 
‘much bitterness. The Spaulding forces

Hints That America May Withdraw 
Recognition .

PEKING, Sept. 5. — Dr. -Paul _s. 
Reinsch of Wisconsin, former Minister 
to China and a member of the American 
Congressional party, has presented to 
the Chipese Government, through its 
Cabinet, a memorandum implying that 
American récognition .of the. Military 
Government of China is only provisional 
and may, along with recognition,of other 
liberal nations, be withdrawn. The 
memorandum makes a plea for a na- 
tional citizéns convention to frame a 
National Constitution. 

Dr. Reinsch’s position is supported by 
members of the Congressional party, 
and, it is believed, has the unofficial 
support of the American Legation. 

The memorandum states the belief o1 
the former Minister that the Chinése 
people are.firmly committed to a. demo- 
eratic form of government, and cites 
the failure of Yuan’ Shi Kai and Chang 
Hsun’s _attempts at a restoration of 
monarchy. 

The memorandum points out ‘the great 
need of 20,000 miles of railroad, 30,000

Predicts More Deadly Plague This 
Winter Than Last if Effective 
Steps Are Not Taken.

LONDON, Sept. 5.—‘* Unless effective 
steps are immediately taken, the plague 
of typhus will be far more deadly in the, 
Winter of 1920-21 than it was in the 
Winter of 1919-20,” says Arthur Balfour, 
in a letter appealing for $1,250,000 out of 
$150,000,000 needed to deal with the 
growing menace in Poland and Eastern 
Europe. Mr. Balfour says: 

‘No European country, not perhaps 
even an island like Great Britain, can 
count itself wholly safe if Poland: Be al- 
lowed to succumb.” 

Mr. Balfour’s appeal is addressed in 
the “name of the Council of the League 
of Nations’’ to “all members of the 
family of nations.” The epidemic in 
Poland and -Galicia, he states, is “‘be- 
coming an international danger, and the 
recent military events have made the 
need for money to cope with it more 
urgent. 

Mr. Balfour proceeds, giving his au- 
thorities for his statements: ‘‘In Rus- 
sia the disease will be an epidemic, an 
eminent doctor who has just returned 
from that country says. It has been 
swept from end to end by typhus, so, 
that scarcely a town or village escaped, 
and half the doctors engaged in combat- 


ing the plague have died. From this 
vast centre of infection the disease is 
carried westward by the unceasing 
stream of immigrants, prisoners return- 
homes, refugees flying for safety, who 
ing to their homes, refugees flying for 
safety, who crowd the railways. Two 
millions of these unfortunate persons 
have passed through Polish disinfection 
stations since the sarmistice.”

The men in Local 1,432, employed at 
No. 20 Colliery of the Lehigh & Wilkes- 
Barre, will hold a meeting Tuesday to 
vote to return to work, and the men 
at Stanton Colliery will meet Tuesday 
night. 

Operators stated today that the pro- 
duction of about one million tons of an- 
thracite coal had been lost and about 
$750,000 in wages. since the ‘‘ vacation ’’ 
of the miners began. 

Clergymen, speaking from their. pul- 
pits in‘mining sections today, urged the 
miners to return, telling them that if 
they remained out too long they would 
lose all they expected to gain in the 
next two years. Miners of the Penn- 
sylvania Coal Company have lost more 
in a two months’ strike against a con- 
tractor system than they can gain in two 
years under the present award.

where the old one now is.
